The Youth Movement. 


“The Youth Movement!” Much 
is being said and written about it 
today. Eloquent  gray-haired 
speakers everywhere proclaim 
from the platform that the “youth 
of today will be the leaders of 
tomorrow,” and envision an Utop- 
ian future as the results of their 
honesty, integrity, and experience. 
An examination by these speakers 
of the real facts concerning the 
youth situation might occasion 
alarm rather than optimism, and 
doubt be expressed as to the direc- 
tion in which the “youth move- 
ment” is going. 

Simce society has been con- 
tinually changing and ‘evolving, 
new ..-conditions are constantly 
arising. Several social and econ- 
omic factors have produced radical 
ichanges in public schools. Most 
{obvious ig the rapid increase in 
\the total population of Michigan, 
which made a shift to the in- 
dustrial centers. Between 1900 
and 1930 the population of this 
state showed an increase of 100 
per cent. In consequence a series 
of problems on the providing of 
education facilities for the child- 
ren was produced. 

To meet the housing need for 
the rapidly increasing number of 
children necessitated expenditures 


for capital outlay at a time 
when competition with other 
building projects created high 


prices. A survey of any of the 
larger Michivan cities will show 
that the building program of thi 
past decade was badly needed for 
even today hundreds of children 
are housed in basement rooms, 
temporary buildings, or are on 
half day sessions. 

A recent national survey of 
child labor during the depression 
period revealed a general move- 
ment of youth toward the school- 
room, In.1930 there was a de- 
crease of 34 per cent in the num- 
ber of 14 and 15 year-old children 
leaving school for work. Rigidity 


-} of child labor laws --d a genera! 


feeling among employers, espe- 
cially those in the automobile in- 
dustry, a basic manufacturine 


ing each of the last three years, 
there is only one direction the 
“youth movement” can take. 

Juvenile Court Statistics of the 
Children’s Bureau for 1930 show- 
ed that 60 per cent of the cases 
involved children between the ages 
of 12 and 16. The educational 
plan in operation. at the Jacksoa 
state prison places approximately 
v0 per cent of the prisoners in or 
below the sixth grade, Every com- 
munity has its problem of the un- 
adjusted child before he becomes 
a settled criminal, and the physi- 
cally handicapped. 

Michigan's total expenditures 
for elementary and secondary 
cduvation ‘in 1¥80 was less than 
45 per cent of the vint.’s total 
income. Building cons:suction in 
1$29 was approximately two and 
unc-half times the expenditure for 
pubic education, The estimated 
cost fur operation, maintenance, 
and dcpreeiation of passenger 
automobiles in Michigan was ap- 
proxiraavely four times greater 
thai the amount sper; for public 
education in the state ‘The amount 
spent on ‘fe insurance premiums 
in Michigan iu -393Q@ -was only 
slight! !e-; than thi: spent for 
education. 

The above activities are e% 
sential in the social order existing 
today. Public education is a social 
insurance to maintain the exist. 
ing social order; it a protector of 
property and institutions; and it 
makes possible the transmission 
of the social heritage. 

Aid for the youth in selecting 
the right road for ita future move- 
ments is a problem for the citi- 
zens of Michigan. Adhering to 
the principle that public education 
is essential to the continuance of 
a democratic form of government 
and is therefore above and beyond 
political expediency, a state legis- 
lation program that is possible of 
achievement is being suggested by 
those face to face with the present 
and prolonged educational crisis. 

Surveys and studies made inde- 
pendently by four statewide 
groups place $25,000,000 as the 
minimum ammual amount needed, 
in addition to the Primary School 
Interest Fund, to maintain an es- 
sential educational program in the 
state. 

Reorganization of the state 
school system forthe purposes of 
efficiency and economy by re- 
arrangement of administrative 
units would contribute greatly to 
the problem of equalization ot 
schoo] support. At present there 
are 6,709 school districts in the 
state with more than 20,000 school

sfficers. Such a system is ex- 
pensive, inefficient, and antiquat- 
ed. The electaon of a State Boarc 
of Education similar to a district 
elected Board of Education, and 
the. selection of the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction by this 
Board would be in direct accord 
with the idea that public schools 
are non-political. 


Another and inyportant factor 


in the wise directing of youth 


movements would be the restora- 
tion of teacher morale by a gen- 
eral restriction of teacher certi- 
fication, both through a reduction 


‘in the number of teacher training 


institutions in 
through the elimination of less 
promising candidates for teaching 
certificates. 

Many factors, such as heredity, 
mental ability, leisure time 
activities, lying. outaide the schooi 
may affect the youth but exceed- 


ingly important is the work of the 
school in establishing right job 
habits, right health habits, and 
right character habits previous 
to their entrance into community 


activities and industry. 
What kind of a “youth move- 


ment” does your community face?
